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The fate of the Pacifie Colony 
for the Feeble Minded will be 
decided very soon at a meeting 
of state senators and assembly- 
men, who Wednesday made a trip 
of inspection to the near Pomona 
institution, following a_ similar 
trip made to the Norwalk State 
hospital at Norwalk. 

This meeting will be held in 
Los Angeles and present will be 
members of the state board of 
control and of the committee that 
was appointed especially by the 
legislature to investigate the col- 
ony and the hospital. 

The trip to the Pacific Colony 
was made under the guidance of 
Dr. C. E. Sisson, who acted as 
temporary superintendent of the 
Colony while it was in operation 
and Cadet Taylor and Assembly- 
man Allen G. Mitchell of Pomona. 

Included in the party were 
Senators Joseph A. Romingéy, of 
Long Beach; Egbert C..Gates of 
Los Angeles, Arthur H. Breed of 
San_ Francisco, Assemblymen 
Frank C. Weller, Clarence W. 
Morris, Frank F. Merriam and 
Allen G,.Mitchell, with Dr. C. F. 
Applegate and Dr. Sisson of the 
Norwalk hospital and Mrs. Nettie 
Brewer Gates of Los Angeles, a 
member of the state board of con- 
trol. 

Important Decision 

At the meeting it will be de- 
cided whether the Colony will be 
continued or not, and also what 
is to be done with the Norwalk 
hospital. None of the party 
would discuss the matter other 
than to say the Colony site did 
not offer exceptional appeal as 
a location for a hospital and it 
is expected the committee will 
earry back a recommendation to 
the state legislature that the 
Colony be sold. 

This prediction was made by 
Assemblyman Mitchell, who is of 
the opinion that the Norwalk hos- 
pital will be moved to Patton 
and that the Pacific Colony will 
be permanently given up and the 
grounds. disposed of, 

Now that the grounds of the 
Norwalk hospital have attained 
such value as oil lands it is 
known that the state will dispose 
of them on a royalty ‘basis pro- 
viding a suitable offer is made. 
Senator Rominger stated that no 
offer less than one million dollars 
will be considered, but it is not 
expected that much trouble will 
be met with in receiving this 
amount from the many oil opera- 
tors who are clamoring for the 
ground. 

It is known that the state is 
anxious to give up the Paeafic 
Colony permanently if suitable 
arrangements can be made to 
eare tor the feeble-minded and 
unfortunate of the southland in 
‘some other institution. 

The Colony has cost the state 
thousands of dollars and at the 
present time is far from being 
a creditable establishment. The 
buildings afte all small and have 
more the appearance of tempor- 
ary cottages... The grounds are 
barren of trees and it is under- 
stood that only a moderate sup- 
ply of water is available. Aj| 
young orange grove is struggling 
to get a foothold on a small plot 
just in front of the hospital 
grounds and withall the place is 
far from being what it was in- 
tended to be when first estab- 


lahed.

HOSPITAL 


Plans and specifications for. the 
erection of the San Antonio Com- 
munity Hospital are complete and 
within a short time contractors will 
have submitted their bids, and in a 
very few weeks the successful bid- 
der for the erection of this section's 
new hospital will be announced. 

The Board of Directors and the 


Building Committee have held many 
meetings during the last eighteen 
months. The suggestions of different 
Physicians and different members of 
the committee were tried out. A 
dozen tentative sketches were sub- 
mitted and discussed. It was final- 
ly decided to adopt in principle the 
idea of a building which should be 
all on one floor rathér than a build- 
ing of the type requiring staircases 
and elevators, After long and nuin- 
erous consultations it became evident 
that for a hospital of from thirty to 
sixty beds it was quite possible in 
California, with modern methods of 
construction, to avoid these expenses 
and the back-breaking work of logk- 
ing after patients on many levels. 

The next decision made was the 
result of a general survey by the 
physicians and the hospital manage- 
ment looking toa decision a& to the 
probable inaxinum requirement of 
the valley—looking, say, tren or 
twenty years hence—and it seemed 
to the majority of those most. fa- 
miliar with conditions. particularly 
the physicians, that a sixty to sev- 
enty-bed hespital was as large an in- 
stitution as would ever be required, 
considering the existence at no great 
distance away of other hospitals and 
of further hospitals that 
would be started other nearby 
communities, 

The problem then 
the planning of a building 
should be practical for the 
on a thirty or thirty-five-bed 
which seemed to be the possible re 
quirement, but whieh should be cap- 
able of being increased to ai sixty 
or seventy-bed hospital when the re- 
quirements demanded such an in- 
crease, and increased without the 
necessity of serapping any consid- 
erable portion of the original build- 
ing. Therefore, all the plans that 
have~-been submitted. for discussion 
have been really plans for a sixty or 
seventy-bed hospital, with a mark- 
ed point of cleavage representing the 
portion at present needed.

The wise salesman today, whether he is selling goods, services, 
newspapers or what-not, speaks fairly of his competitors and does 
not, in speaking well of what he has to sell, let the faintest hint 
of derogatory comparison creep into what he has to say.

keting association to market their 
crops. : 

The operating methods of the 
Sun Maid Raisin growers will be 


presented to the growers and an 
attempt made to select the best 
features of these two co-operative 
marketing associations and com- 
bine them in a table grape grow- 
ers’ association. 

The disastrous results to the 
table grape growers last season 
has aroused great interest in the 
possibility of solving the market- 
ing problem by forming an as- 
sociation of all table grape grow- 
ers devoting its efforts strictly 
to the one commodity. 

Individual growers and repre- 
sentatives of all loeal grape grow- 
ers’ associations of the State are 
requested to be present. The 
meeting begins at 10 a. m. 

This meeting is an outgrowth 
of. the Grape Growers’ Institute 
held in Fresno, January 17, 18, 19, 
and is sponsored by the Fresno 
County Farm Bureau. 


6.33 NEW CARS 
FORTHE ENILROADS 


That 68,332 new cars will be 
placed in service on the roads 
of the country during the first 
half of 1923, a total almost ‘as 
large as the figures announced 
for the entirety of 1922, is the 
report received at the Santa Fe 
division offices. * 

These cars have already been 


ordered and are’ being awaited 
by the railroads with delivery 
promised immediately. And in 


addition to this number, 71,221 
brand new cars. were placed: in 
service during 1922, making a 
grand total of 145,553 cars, prac- 
tically unused, to care for the de- 
preciation in equipment and in- 
crease in traffie this year. 

Cars installed during the last 
of 1922 actually were greater in 
number than the total both in- 
stalled and ordered during 1921, 
the year prior. The report re- 
ceived here also shows that in 
1922 a total of 2,824 locomotives 
were actually installed or had 
heen ordered from locomotive 
builders. This exceedes the num- 
ber installed or ordered during 
1921 by 1,442.

CANTAFE MAKING 
TRAFFIC RECORDS 


Prediction that the records 
during the last half of 1922 by 
traffic on the Santa Fe railroad 
system, and especially the un- 
precedented heavy shipments on 
the Coast lines, would be eclipsed 
by the first half of 1923, with 
prospects of the latter half ex- 
celling even more, dependent on 
the summer crop conditions, has 
been made by President W. B. 
Storey of the Santa Fe. 

“The year 1923 seems to 
promise a large volume of both 
freight and passenger business,”’ 
he stated. ‘Tt will be much 
larger than that for 1922, for the 
first half of the year, while the 
last half of the year will depend 
upon the outeome of crops and 
upon business conditions at that 
time. The railroads are able to 
handle a larger volume of traffic 
than ever before in their history. 
|but I don’t believe they will be 
able to handle it any better be- 
eause of lack of equipment and 
Lother facilities.’’

APPETIZING US£S FOR VARIOUS 
CUTS OF PORK TO ADD VARIETY 





(Prepared by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture) 

Pork is one of the most widely 
used meats. In China, for example, 
pork is the staple flesh food; in this 
country it constitutes a large part 
of the meat used in the farming dis- 
tricts. Naturally, where hogs are 
slaughtered on the farm, use is made 
of all cuts of the pork, but persons 
who purchase meat from the markets 
are likely to limit their selection to 
chops, roasts, ham and bacon. 

The following suggestions made by 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture may be of help both to 
those who buy their pork at the 
market and to the farmers who may 
be glad to secure greater variety in 
the use of their home product. 

There is no marked difference in 
the tenderness of the different cuts 
of pork, but the meat from the fore 
quarter is somewhat ‘coarser grained 
than that of the loin and hams, and 
the proportion of fat to lean is 
greater. 

Shoulders well-trimmed and smok- 
ed are satisfactory to use in place 
of ham, if offered at a price low 
enough to offset the larger amount 
of bone which they contain. The 
thick end of the shoulder is known 
Shoulders are 
sometimes boned, rolled and smoked. 
Since there is practically no waste 
to this cut, the real cost can readily 
be estimated. Smoked ‘hams and 
shoulders are commonly boiled, but 
both are excellent when baked, fried 
or broiled. 

No matter what the method of 
preparation, all pork should be thor- 
oughly cooked. 

Baked Smoked Ham or Shoulder 

Wash the ham or shoulder well, 
cover with cold water and simmer 
for about three hours for medium- 
sized ham, about "5 minutes per 
pound when followed by baking. Al- 
low it to coo) in the broth or re- 
move at once, trim off the brown 
crust and remove the skin. Smear 
the surface well with brown sugar, 
stick it liberally with cloves, using 
perhaps one to each square inch. 
Bake for two hours in a covered 


roaster. Remove cover and brown 
the fat side well. Serve either hot 
or. cold. 


If slices for broiling have been cut 
from the center of a ham, the re- 
maining hock and butt ends may be 
placed together, tied securely and 
treated as a whole ham. 

Chops, Steaks and Roasts 

For broiling and frying, chops and 
steaks are cut from the ribs,’the loin, 
or from fresh hams if preferred, 
while larger portions of these cuts 
are used as roasts. On the farm the 
backbone and spareribs are cut with 
large allowances of tender meat at- 
tached, quite different from the close- 
ly trimmed bones offered for sale 
under these names. In some mar-

Soup 

There is no reason why the liquor 
from fresh boiled pork should not be 
good stock for soup if carefulpy freed 
from fat. A few drops of lemon 
juice improves. the flavor. 

Sausage 

Pork sausage, a favorite dish with 
many people, is sometimes hard to 
obtain on the market, the usual of- 
ferings eing made of mixed pork 
and beef. Small quantities of saus- 
age may be made at home with very 
little trouble. Directions for making 
follow: 2 pounds of pork ( one-third 
fat), 1 teaspoonful black pepper, 2 
teaspoonfuls salt, a few grains of 
cayenne pepper, %teaspooriful of fine 
sage or thyme. ‘ 

Cut the meat into small pieces and 
add the seasonings. Mix well and 
put through the meat grinder, using 
the fine blade. Make into small 
cakes and fry until well done and 
browned. 

Sausage Pie and Turnovers 

Fry cakes of sausage* until brown 
and about half done. Arrange in a 
baking dish, add the drippings with 
enough hot water to form a good 
gravy. Give this last a little extra 
seasoning. Cover with a crust made 
as for biscuit and bake for one-half 
hour. Each sausage cake may be 
laid on a round of pastry which is 
then doubled over it to make a “turn- 
over’ and baked. Sausage turnovers 
are excellent cold for lunches, sup- 
pers and. picnics. 

Scalloped Pork 

Cut cold cooked pork into small 
pieces, removing any excess fat, and 
place in a baking dish. Add a cream 
gravy and cover with a thick layer 
of mashed potatoes or boiled hominy. 
Heat thoroughly in the oven, brown- 
ing the top.

deer have each contributed toward 


the need of a bag limit of one buck 
per season, and a sentiment favoring 
such a change in the game laws. A 
bill has been drawn up by the Fish 
{and Game Commission which wili ac- 
complish this end and little 
tion is expected. 

To make law enforcement more 
easy, the bill also provides for a tag 
system. The best points in the sys- 
tems of other states have been in- 
corporated into what is believed to 
be the best tag yet devised. The tag 
will issued to an applicant only 
upon proof of possession of a regular 
hunting license, the number of which 
license will be written on the deer 
tag. Made of cloth, or other substan- 
tial material, the tag will provide for 
data as to the place where killed, the 
time of day, description of the deer 
and the name of the hunter. This 
must be attached to the antlers of 
the deer immediately upon the death 
of the animal, where it must remain 
until returned to the Fish and Game 
{Commission within a specified time 
after the close of the season. 

This tag system, with very little 
| inconvenience to the average hunter, 
| will make it possible to round up the 
violators. Furthermore, it will allow 
of a census of the actual number of 
deer killed in the state each season. 

By this method of reducing the bag 
limit and providing against the illeg- 
al killing of deer, it is hoped to give 
the added protection to the animals 
which is so badly needed at present.

Sees Tax Increase 

That the pepple of California and 
the United States are facing an in- 
crease rather than a decrease in 
their taxes and that there is no 
bigger problem in the United States 
today than the tax question, was the 
declaration Tuesday afternoon of 
Ewell D. Moore, well-known Los An- 
geles attorney, in an address on 
“Taxation with Relation to Busi- 
ness” before the members of the On- 
tario Chamber of Commerce at their 
weekly forum luncheon at the Hot- 
point Club. 

Mr. Moore predicted a state in- 
come tax in California within the 
next five years, declaring that a law 
to that effect was already being 
given serious consideration and that 
such a law is already in operation 
in eleven states of the Union. 

Mr. Moore’s address dwelt prin- 
cipally with the Federal income tax, 
which he declared fundamentally 
sound, but added that under the 
present provisions of the law, its 
prime object was defeated in that 
the great idle wealth of the country 
was enabled to escape taxation. This 
is accomplished, the speaker said, 
by a provision which exempts gov- 


ernment and _ public improvement 
bonds from taxation, with the re- 
sult that more than twenty billion 


dollars annually escape taxation. He 
held the exhorbitant surtaxes pro- 
vided for in the income tax meas- 
ure to-be chiefly responsible for the 
trouble. 

In closing, the speaker declared 
that every man owed it to himself 
to take some interest in the tax 
problem of the country and if dis- 
satisfied with present or proposed 
taxation provisions, to take the mat- 
ter up with his representative in 
Congress.
